A DEMOCRATIC VIEW OF TH E "HALFBREED” SALVATION. 


It has been said in a Madison dispatch that State 
Chairman 
Connor 
has “broken with Governor La Follette after a meeting in which the for­ 
mer boasted that he was instrumental in the defeat 
of the Primary law 
amendment because he felt it would hurt his own gubernatorial candidacy; 
it has been reiterated on what should be reliable authority that the story 
told in the dispatch is true; it has been denied emphatically by Mr. Con­ 
nor that there is any truth whatever in the story; the governor has 
not said that it is true or is not true. Quin sabe? 
The fact probably is that there is something to it, and not any­ 
where near as much to it as the dispatch said. It is true that there is 
before the “halfbreed” republicans a problem the final and satisfactory 
settlement of which will exact the best attention of the greatest minds 
in the party. With four candidate for governor, one of them the avowed 
choice of the governor and the other three aggressively in earnest and 
backed by more or less strong personal followings, and each of the three 
feeling that the governor’s espousal of a favorite is unfair to them— 
with these confusing conditions existing it is plain that harmony can come 
only as the result of diplomacy on the part of all and self-sacrifice on the 
part of some. 
It will be generally conceded that the governor has a right to favor 
and support a candidate by all the powers of argument and persuasion he 
possesses; on the other hand it is equally plain that he would be making 
a mistake were he to attempt to go beyond mere influence and reason and 
use coercion 
Mr. Connor, and the other candidates, are as right in de­ 
fending their privilege of candidacy as is the governor in presuming that 
there is danger to the faction in a multiplicity of candidates and that one 
man, the right man, should be settled upon. 
As to the selection of a candidate, of course it is largely a matter 
of opinion, although opinion should come from the records as to the rela­ 
tive qualifications and 
past 
attitudes of the various 
candidates. 
Mr. 
Lenroot, for instance, has an excellent record, but it is freely said by men 
both within and without the party that he is “not big enough” for the of­ 
fice; others equally well acquainted with Mr. Lenroot say he is amply 
qualified. It is noticeable, however, that those who 
think 
Lenroot' “too 
small” have some other candidate whom they personally regard as about 
the right size. Mr. Lenroot would probably have to wear insoles with La 
Follette’s shoes, but he has no need to apologizez for his record. He is a 
powerful man on the stump, and a tactful and calculating legislator; 
W is­ 
consin would have no blushes for a governor of^this sort. 
Davidson has admiring friends. He has ability and strength, and is pro­ 
bably equal to the other candidates both in honesty and intelligence. That 
he will persevere in his candidacy is said by many of 
his 
friends 
to 
be 
doubtful, 
however, 
as 
he 
has been in office for a long time and 
is said to be himself in doubt as to the justice of again 
seeking 
office 
where so many other good and so far unrewarded men are eligible. 
Connor is an enigma. He is keen—too keen, some think. 
He 
is 
able, and perhaps too aggressively independent to make a good lieutenant, 
while it is possible that his devotion to the halfbreed principles is temp­ 
ered with an over-balancing ambition for political preferment. Men of this 
sort often make excellent officials, but it is office first and works after­ 
ward, so the means to the end is not always satisfactory. 
Advice from a democratic source, even though “fair minded,” is not like­ 
ly to be followed by republicans. However, we are presuming to advise. It 
seem that, embarrassing as the situation is, there is a way in which the “half- 
breeds” can straighten it all out and safeguard their factional integrity and 
party control. In making this assertion we are presuming that the en­ 
tire faction is dominated by a desire to secure the nomination and elec­ 
tion of the most capable of its reliable and enthusiastic 
partisans. 
In 
our opinion, that m in is Senator Hatton. If “by their works 
ye 
shall 
know them” may be applied to politics, every man who has followed the 
legislative proceedings must 
recognize in Senator Hatton a remarkable 
man—not a “grand stand player,” not a spectacular floor 
advocate—just 
a tried, sensible, efficient man devoted to his public duty and having those 
qualifications of energy, perseverence and tact essential in a general to 
the accomplishment of the constructive “reforms” for which as a lieute­ 
nant he has so long fought with unassuming vigor and telling efficiency. 
While there may be other ways out of the present predicament of the 
faction, we believe it would be the part of wisdom for the “halfbreeds* 
to rally round Hatton.

By order of Mayor 


Banderob following certain investiga­ 
tions Saturday and Sunday, all joints 
were ordered closed 
Sunday 
night. 
This afternoon the joint operators in­ 
cluding John Barie, 
M. G. 
Pritty, 
and J. A. Allen, were arraigned 
in 
municipal court on charge of violat­ 
ing the city ordinance regarding the 
operation of gambling places to Osh­ 
kosh. 
They pleaded not guilty to 
the charge and the case was set for 
trial on Thursday 
morning, 
Jan. 
4. 
City Attorney Cowling represents the 
city and George Hilton represents the 
defendants. 
The closing up of all the joints came 
Sunday after the city officials 
had 
been informed of the fact that Harry 
Thompson, of the firm*of Stroud & 
Thompson had been playing the game 
and in several months past had lost 
about $15,000. 
His wife made com­ 
plaint to the city officials who called 
the gambling house operators in con­ 
ference with the city attorneys and 
other parties interested. 
Mr. 
and 
Mrs. Thompson were present. 
The 
whole matter was placed in the hands 
of City Attorney Cowling who had 
warrants issued for the above named 
gamblers this morning. 
The affair has produced a sensation 
iii the city. 
Thompson is well known 
and well thought of. 
He was connect­ 
ed with Stroud & Thompson, paint 
dealers, and interested in a financial 
way to the extent of $15,000. 
All this, 
it is said, he has gambled away. For 
some time past mercantile establish­ 
ments with which the firm dealt had 
surmized that something was strong 
and the knowledge finally resulted iii 


several of these houses sending a re­ 
presentative of a Chicago firm of law­ 
yers to investigate the situation. 
The 
books of the local firm were 
gone 
over carefully and it was found that 
the young man had overdrawn his ac­ 
count.
